The police officer su stained a 
broken hip and a knee inju ry 
which has left him partially d is­ 
abled , bu t he has assu rance that 
in time the inju ries will mend . 
The accid ent occu rred after he 
and another officer had chased 
speed ers ou t of Ru shv ille and 
stopped them on a road west of 
here. 
It d oesn’t appear to be fair to 
an employ e to be d ischarged if 
he was inju red while performing 
a task. 
A city shou ld be no d ifferent 
from a store, factory or any con­ 
cern that employ es help. A bu si­ 
ness concern m u st carry com­ 
pensation insu rance or be finan­ 
cially 
responsible 
to 
protect 
workers in case of inju ries. If 
y ou hire someone to paper a 
room in y ou r home, and an acci­ 
d ent happens, the person per­ 
forming the labor is au tom atical­ 
ly protected by law—if he d oesn’t 
carry compensation, then it is u p 
to y ou to pay the bills. 
If the Ru shv ille police officer 
is not phy sically fit to perform 
his d u ties as su ch, then the only 
d ecent thing for those in charge 
to d o is find some task that he 
can perform and pay him com­ 
pensation in that manner. 
We feel that the tax pay ers will 
ex press the same opinion.

swept into the spread ing film in­ 
d u stry strike tod ay as Gu ild act­ 
ors arranged a week’s d elay in 
joinig the walkou t. 
The 6 ,000 members of 11 u nions 
of the Fed eration Motion Pictu re 
Crafts, were ord ered not to re­ 
port to work this morning and 
3 ,500 of them were assigned pic­ 
ket d u ty . 
Basis of the d ispu te, which 
first flared into a strike last Fri­ 
d ay night, is the Fed erated Crafts 
d emand on nine major compan­ 
ies for sole bargaining rights. 
Say ing “the d r'¿s rehearsal is 
ov er,” Charles O -Lessing of the 
crafts arranged picket lines not 
only at the stu d ios bu t at Los 
Angeles theatres showing their 
prod u ct. 
And for the first time in y ears, 
the United States’ two-billion- 
d ollar motion pictu re ind u stry 
faced a seriou s prod u ction stop­ 
page. 
Two thou sand actors and act­ 
resses, some u nknown, others 
famou s, bu t all aligned with the 
Screen Actors Gu ild , attend ed a 
meeting last night to v ote on 
strike qu estions. 
Like the Fed erated Crafts, the 
Gu ild is seeking a closed shop. It 
hesitated , howev er, a t a d ecision 
which wou ld throw 4 0,000 per­ 
sons ou t of work and stop a 
weekly pay roll of $1,500,000. 
Instead , 
Secretary 
Au brey 
Blair annou nced , the Gu ild in­ 
stru cted its d irectors to begin 
conferences with prod u cers on 
Wed nesd ay and report resu lts to 
a general meeting Su nd ay . The 
prod u cers had alread y agreed to 
negotiate. 
“Ou r principal d emand s are 
practically all for free lance 
play ers, small parts, ex tras and 
bit play ers,” said Blair. 
“The 
only things asked for people in 
higher wage brackets are work­ 
ing cond itions and hou rs tha t 
wou ld aid small play ers get more 
employ ment.”

Dr. Ray mond Fosdick , head of the Fou ndation, 
ou tlines in his cu rrent rep ort the enlightened 
methods now being u sed to insu late whole com­ 
mu nities against hitherto u nbeatable scou rges 
lik e hook worm and malaria. 
Concentration on indiv idu al cases is not con­ 
sidered p racticable in achiev ing the best health 
resu lts for the greatest nu mber, according to Dr. 
Fosdick , who observ es that the Fou ndation com­ 
bines laboratory and field serv ice with ou tstand­ 
ing resu lts in the p u blic health field. 
Back ed by mobile laboratory and stu dy facili­ 
ties, the Rock efeller u nits giv e u ntold aid to na­ 
tional and local gov ernmental grou p s by p rov id­ 
ing the au thorities with the resu lts of research 
for u se in large-scale control of contagion.
